“WELFARE  INSTITUTIONS  LICENSING 

ACT.” 

September  20th,  19  bO. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  13 
of  the  “  Welfare  Institutions  Licensing 
Act,”  being  chapter  78  of  the  Statutes  of  1937, 
His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations :  — 

Regulations. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Welfare  Institutions 
Licensing  Act,”  chapter  78  of  the  Stat¬ 
utes  of  1937 : 

“  Licence  ”  means  a  licence  issued  pursuant 
to  the  Act: 

“  Licensee  ”  means  the  holder  of  a  licence 
issued  pursuant  to  this  Act: 

“  Renewal  licence  ”  means  a  new  licence 
issued  to  a  person  who  was,  in  respect  of 
the  same  welfare  institution,  the  holder 
of  a  licence  in  force  up  to  the  date  when 
the  new  licence  comes  into  force. 

2.  The  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  Crown  for  any 
licence  other  than  a  renewal  licence  shall  be 
one  dollar.  There  shall  be  no  fee  for  a  renewal 
licence. 

3.  Every  applicant  for  a  licence  shall  make 
application  therefor  to  the  Welfare  Institutions 
Board.  The  application  shall  be  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Chief  Inspector.  The  appli¬ 
cant  shall,  unless  the  application  is  for  a  re¬ 
newal  licence,  pay  the  licence  fee  to  the  Board 
at  the  time  when  the  application  is  made. 

4.  No  applicant  shall  be  granted  a  licence 
who  is  in  receipt  of  public  relief. 

5.  Every  licensee  shall  set  up  a  book-keeping 
system  that  is  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  In¬ 
spector. 

6.  Every  licensee  shall  keep  a  written  record 
in  a  book  or  card-index  in  a  form  satisfactory 
to  the  Chief  Inspector,  and  the  record  shall 
contain  the  following  information : — 

(a.)  In  respect  of  persons  admitted  to  the 
welfare  institution: — 

(1.)  Date  of  admission  : 

(2.)  Surname  and  Christian  name: 

(3.)  Birth  date  and  place: 

(4.)  Whether  married  or  single: 

(5.)  Address  from  which  he  or  she 
came : 

(6.)  Surname,  Christian  name,  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  next  of  kin: 

(7.)  Amount  of  maintenance  agreed 
upon : 

(8.)  Name  and  address  of  person  re¬ 
sponsible  for  maintenance: 

(9.)  In  case  of  all  children  under  18 
years  of  age  full  name  and  ad¬ 
dress  of  both  parents.  * 

( b .)  In  respect  of  persons  who  are  dis¬ 
charged  from  or  who  leave  the  institu¬ 
tion  : — 

(1.)  The  date  of  discharge  or  leaving: 
(2.)  The  reason  for  discharge  or  leav¬ 
ing. 
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7.  Where  the  licensee  is  not  resident  in  the 
welfare  institution  he  shall,  on  every  change 
of  address,  notify  the  Chief  Inspector  of  such 
change  within  twenty-four  hours  thereof. 

8.  Every  licensee  shall  furnish  to  the  Chief 
Inspector  the  name  of  the  person  who  is  man¬ 
ager  of  the  welfare  institution  in  respect  of 
which  he  is  licensee  and  shall  state  whether  or 
not  the  manager  is  resident  in  the  institution, 
and,  if  not,  the  licensee  shall  furnish  the  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  manager,  and  upon  any  change  of 
manager  the  licensee  shall,  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  the  change,  notify  the  Chief  Inspector, 
giving  the  name  of  the  new  manager  and  stat¬ 
ing  whether  he  is  i-esident  in  the  institution 
and,  if  not,  giving  his  address. 

9.  No  licensee  shall,  without  first  obtaining 
the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Chief  Inspector, 
receive  or  keep  any  child  under  the  age  of  12 
years  in  any  welfare  institution  in  which  adult 
persons  are  cared  for. 

10.  No  licensee  shall  permit  any  child  under 
the  age  of  12  years  to  sleep  in  a  basement 
bedroom. 

11.  Every  licensee  shall  on  or  before  the  31st 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  deliver  to  the 
Chief  Inspector  a  report  covering  the  activities 
of  the  welfare  institution  in  respect  of  which 
he  is  the  licensee  for  the  year  ending  on  the 
previous  31st  day  of  December,  and  the  report 
shall  include  a  certified  financial  statement  and 
such  further  particulars  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Chief  Inspector. 

12.  Any  licensee  in  receipt  of  public  relief 
(excluding  hospital  or  medical  relief)  shall 
have  his  licence  rescinded.

Greeting. 

A..  W.  Gray,  I  WHEREAS  the  Black 
Minister  of  Lands.  ]  VV  Mountain  Irrigation 
District  is  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  was  constituted  by 
Letters  Patent  issued  on  the  third  day  of 
November,  1920,  which  Letters  Patent  were 
varied  by  Letters  Patent  issued  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June,  1925,  and  by  Letters  Patent  issued 
on  the  second  day  of  November,  1927: 

And  whereas  by  section  50  of  the  “  Water 
Act,  1939,”  authority  is  given  to  recall  the 
Letters  Patent  of  an  improvement  district  and 
to  issue  in  their  place  other  Letters  Patent: 

And  whereas  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  Executive 
Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and 
authorities  in  that  behalf  enabling,  to  recall 
the  Letters  Patent  of  the  Black  Mountain  Irri¬ 
gation  District  and  to  issue  in  their  place  these 
Letters  Patent: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim  that:  — 

1.  The  Black  Mountain  Irrigation  District 
shall  continue  in  being. 

2.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  district  shall 
comprise  the  tract  of  land  described  in  clause 
1  of  the  Letters  Patent  issued  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June,  1925. 

3.  The  objects  of  the  district  shall  be  the 
acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation  of 
works  for  the  diversion,  storage,  carriage,  and 


distribution  of  water,  and  works  for  the  drain¬ 
age  of  land,  and  all  matters  incidental  to  any 
of  the  foregoing. 

4.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  of  the  district. 

5.  (a.)  The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  any 
election  of  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  of  the  district, 
or  on  any  matter  on  which  a  poll  is  taken, 
shall  be  those  whose  names  appear  on  the  cur¬ 
rent  voters  list  of  the  district. 

( b .)  The  Trustees  shall  in  each  year  cause 
to  be  prepared  a  voters  list  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  name  of  every  person  who  is  quali¬ 
fied  to  vote  in  a  Provincial  general  election, 
and  is  the  owner  or  the  agent  of  a  corporation 
that  is  the  owner  of  land  in  respect  of  which 
taxes  are  levied  under  the  last  registered  tax 
by-law  of  the  district. 

(c.)  No  agent  of  a  corporation  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  his  name  entered  in  the  voters 
list  unless  he  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Trustees  as  to  the  filing  with  the  Trus¬ 
tees  the  agent’s  authority  to  vote  on  behalf  of 
the  corporation. 

( d .)  The  name  of  only  one  of  the  joint 
owners  or  owners  of  different  interests  in  any 
parcel  of  land  shall  be  entered  in  the  voters 
list,  and  unless  all  the  owners  agree  in  writing 
as  to  which  of  their  names  shall  be  so  entered 
the  secretary  to  the  Trustees  shall  determine 
which  name  shall  be  entered. 

( e .)  The  voters  list  shall  be  revised  each 
year  by  a  Court  of  Correction,  and  the  Trus¬ 
tees  may  by  resolution  appoint  the  members  of 
the  Court  of  Correction,  fix  the  dates,  time, 
and  places  for  its  meetings,  and  fix  a  date  for 
the  closing  of  the  voters  list  prior  to  any 
election. 

6.  Every  person  whose  name  appears  in  the 
current  voters  list  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a 
candidate  for  the  office  of  Trustee;  provided 
he,  or  the  corporation  for  whom  he  is  agent,  is 
not  indebted  to  the  district  in  respect  to  any 
taxes  levied  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  De¬ 
cember,  1937,  which  have  been  owing  to  the 
district  for  twenty-four  months  or  longer. 

7.  The  Trustees  shall  have  control  of  every 
election  of  a  Trustee  or  Trustees,  and  may  by 
resolution  appoint  the  returning  officer  and 
other  officials  to  conduct  the  election,  fix  the 
dates  for  nominating  candidates  and  voting, 
prescribe  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  re¬ 
spect  of  nominating  candidates  and  voting,  and 
all  other  matters  relative  to  the  election. 

8.  The  Trustees  shall  once  in  every  thirteen 
months  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of 
land  in  the  district  and  shall  report  to  the 
owners  on  the  works,  operations,  assets,  and 
liabilities  of  the  district. 

9.  The  Trustees  of  the  district  now  in  office 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  termination  of 
their  respective  terms  of  office,  and  all  by-laws, 
resolutions,  the  assessment  roll,  and  collector’s 
roll  of  the  district  shall  continue  in  force  until 
amended,  repealed,  or  otherwise  superseded. 

10.  The  assets,  rights,  claims,  and  financial 
obligations  of  the  district  shall  be  unimpaired 
by  the  recall  of  the  former  Letters  Patent  and 
the  issue  of  these  Letters  Patent.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 
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(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  pi'oposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall,  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a..)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 


by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House) .  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%>  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.
